in, an automobile, or looking over deeds 
to worthless investments—late purchases. 

“Why are all farm produets higher 
than in former years? Demand. Lack 
of overproduction. Not quite enough to 
go around. Competition in buying. 

“Three cents a dosen eggs increasé be- 
cause some other fellow could pay Scents 
a dozen and turn them at a profit, _ 

„ Yesterday at a public saie I saw 4 
uveryman run a stack of hay to $15,504 
ton. He was out of hay. Go was his 
neighbor who bid against him. Twenty 
years ago it would have sold for $4 ton 
at the most. You see, the demand for Hay - 
booms the price. Forty-five years ago I 
hauled hay into this same down (Dixon) . 
and weited until dark to ae an offer of 
$8 a ton. 

Crop Loss Would Mean Starvation. 

“When farm commodities are plenty 
they are cheap, and no one wants them? 
when scarce, bidders vie with each other 
to get daily supplies. 

“If there should. be great losses of 
crops for two years the world would suf> 
fer to the extent great starvation 
among the poor. There are no seven 
years of crops stored up anywhere against 
famine, as in Joseph's time. Farm lande 
in this county hung at a price of $90 to 
$60 an acre from 1860 to 1600, and prices 
for farm produce wére low. Then came 
a demand for everything that could be 
turned from the farm, and farm lands ad- 
vanced to $75 and $125 an.acre, and are 
now advancing rapidly. These same farm 
lands are better worth $200 an acre now 
than $30 twenty-five years ago. f

in one word: populatios.

Mr. Kjel- 
lander said he had been informed that some 
of the bakers were talking of trying to get 
the ordinance into the federal courts, but he 
had legal advice, he said, to the effect that 
this could not be done. 

Matthias Schmidinger, president of the 
Master Bakers’ association, thinks the ordi- 
nance conflicts with the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United States, 
and intimated he would-bring suit to test its 
legality.
